SOUTHEASTERLY 
GALE

HEAVY RAIN DOSS GREAT DAM- 


AGE ALONG THE COAST.—MUCH 


DAMAGE IN THIS CITY 
TO 


TREES AND WIRES. 


The worst southeasterly storm of 


ihe winter prevailed hR-e on Thursday 
afternoon and night and considerable 
damage was done about the city and 
surrounding country. The storm wa? 
general along the Xew England coast 
the v.'ind at rimes reaching the velo- 
city of sixty miles an hour at Newport 
and in .This city as high as 
fifty 


miles an hour. 


The storm broke shortly after noon 


with a heavy hail fall which soon tur- 
ned to a pouring rain 
and with in- 


creased wind, it was driven in sheets, 
and iimbrellas were of very little use 
to those who tried to keep dry by this 
method. 
The wind 
increased 
alter 


sunset and at midnight ii was still 


lowing a gale but the rain had stop- 


ped and the wind was diminishing to 
some extent. 
The gale reached 
its 


height about eight o'clock. 


In the Harbor. 


Off the coast the storm kicked up a 


nasty^ea and drove everything before 
it witliin reach of the harbor' 
for 


shelter. 
During the afternoon 
the 


four masted schoonei; Charles Camp- 
bell and the three masted Willie Max- 
well came tearing into the harbor and 
made their 
anchorage 
without, any 


damage. Three or four fishing schoon- 
ers also made the harbor during the 
afternoon and reached the anchorage 
under the lee of New Castle shore. 
The life saving crews along the coast 
were doubled up and every precaution 
taken to prevent a disaster but up to 
midnight nothing had been seen off 
this coast. 
In the lower harbor with 


this storm trie sea was running high 
along the Kittery Point, shore, 
but 


everything in the harbor had out ex- 
tra mudnooks 
and 
Lbore : was no 


trouble. 


The lime schooner Annie Kimball 


up in Spruce Creek is still afire and 
there is small indications of saving 
her. 
Yesterday 
the foremast 
was 


rut away and the stump pulled up 
and Hie hole plugged wilh a hope of 
smothering (he fire. but. with the sea 
that was running oven in this shel- 
tered spot, ft would not be surpris- 
ing if the fire got the upper baud. 


Damage About the City. 


There 
was 
considerable 
damage 


about ihe city, and ihe electric roads 
telegraph and 
telephone 
companies 


were ihe cliief sufferers. 


Early in the nfternoon two poles on 


High street were blown over and 
the 


wiremen wore busy for 
some 
time 


o'.earing away the trouble. 


Along the Rye line eight poles were 


carried down by a tree and this put 
Uio electric road on a part of the 
line out of ccmmis-sicn, ami it 
will 


lufjuire a day's work to repair the 
damage. 


During the evening a. large 
tree 


on the. corner of "union and Middle 
s'reei.s, was blown over and in i'all- 


rried clown the trolley line 


gan to abate by midnight after 
1. 


hours run, and no further damage is 
expected. 


The reports from all along the'coast 


is to tlie effect that It was the worst 
storm for years, and it is expected that 
later news will bring tales 01 disast- 
er on sea.

COPPER FOR GOLD. 


Bank of England Branch Swindled 


in au Unusual Way. 


A remarkable story of halfpennies 


being substituted for half sovereings 
was told at the Manchester City po- 
ice court when Henry Douglas An- 
derson, who had been employed at 
the Manchester branch of the Bank 
of England and after absconding had 
been arrested in Canada, was charg- 


d T/ith stealing .Cl.OSl, says the 
London Mail. 


In stating the case for the prose- 


cution F. E. Smith, M. P., said that 
the prisoner's duty was that of sep- 
arating lightweight gold coins from 
those of full weight, and'he had to 
l>ut the full weight coins into bags 
which he had to label and sign. On 
July 31 he absented himself, and on 
August 2 the bank issued twenty-five 
bags of. half sovereigns to Messrs. 
Williams, Deacon's Bank, and fonr- 
ten of them, which had been, made 
up by the prisoner, were found to 
have, been tampered with, half sover- 
igns having been replaced by the nec- 
essary number of halfpennies to make, 
up the correct weight. 
Two other 


bags in the bank's treasury ivnlch 
bore his signature were also 1'ouud 
to have been tampered, with in the 
same way, and the total sum miss- 
ing was £1,081. 


On September 13 the bank receiv- 


ed a letter from the prisoner in Win- 
nipeg, in which be practically admitt- 
ed his guilt and marie reference to 
the -mad act he had committed.
